SIR, | 
N my laſt, I ſent you a printed Paper, intituled Londons Choice of Citizens, &6. which I could 
reitifie to the truth of in almoſt all the particulars : And therefore I forbore to give it you in 


B writing. But there having paſs'd in publick ſince that, ſomewhat which may ſeem to im- 


peach the Cerrainty of that Relation in point of the Cities affeCtion to the D. of 7's. Intereſt, 


\ſhought good to give you ſuch an account of that Aﬀair, as my Occaſions and Opportunities 


l give me leave to be acquainted with.

en you are acquainted with the Realon and Manner of it, you will tee no Inconfiſtency in theſe 
ngs, nor Mutability in the minds of the Cirizens. 


You may pleale to know, that ſome years ago the D. of Y. was choſen to be Chief Leader or 
tain of this Company, and with him many Lords and Courtiers were admitted members of it : 
that if we may judge by the choice of Stewards, both the aſt Year, and for the Year enſuing, 
> may perceive as many great Courtiers as Citizens to have place in it. For the laſt year the
